Small Fry Enjoy Foods Fried 


In Deep Fat 


BY MARY E. DAGUE

I remember when I was an under- 


foot youngster that the surest portent 
of something extra special to eat oc- 
curred when mother put the deep fat 
kettle on the stove to heat. Usually, 
in those days, it was doughnuts or 
crullers or croquettes that would come 
tumbling out of the crackling grease, 
cooked 
to 
a luscious, 
irresistible 


brown. Occasionally, as a winter night 
treat, there would be fritters, their 
fruity odors summoning even the most 
reluctant diner from the far corners 
of the house. 


There are lots of foods that taste 


their sumptuous best when cooked in 
deep fat, and right here I'd like to 
start a revival of that method of cook- 
ery. 


Foods properly fried in deep fat can 


be included in the diet of any heal- 
thy person; as a matter of fact, deep 
fat frying is superior to pan frying 
since less fat is absorbed. 


How to Clarify Fat 


The temperature of the fat determ- 


ines the digestibility of the food. It'o 
the overheating of fat that makes 
fried food harmful, so atherrnometer 
should be used as a guide. 


However, the fat must be hot en- 


ough to sear the outside of the food 
immediately to form a crust and pre- 
vent the fat from soaking through. 


Any good clean fat or oil is suit- 


able, and if given proper care, can 
be used over and over again. 


To clarify fat from unsalted meats, 


add sliced raw potatoes, washed but 
not pared, to cold fat. Heat very slow- 
ly and when the bubbling in the fat 
(due 
to the water in the potatoes) 


ceases and the potato slices are float- 
ing, 
remove from fire and strain 


through double thicknessees of cheese- 
cloth. 


Stniin Fat After Using 


Always strain fat through double 


cheesecloth each time it is used. This 
removes the particles of food or flour 
that have settled to the bottom of the 
frying kettle during cooking. Careful

But gradually the conviction grew 


throughout the north that the court 
was deliberately being built into a 
stronghold of the slavery interests, 
and there were many proposals to 
equalize this north-and-south court 
division. 


In 1857 the crisis came. Dred Scott 


was a Missouri slave who was taken 
north into Illinois and Minnesota to 
work, and Ihen returned to Missouri 
to resume servitude. The claim was 
made that residence in free territory 
had made Scott free. He sued for his 
freedom, and the case of 
Scott vs. 


Snndford came to the Supreme Court. 


Decision Rouses S(orm 


Seven of the nine judges decided 


that Dred Scott, being a negro, 
was 


not a citizen, and hence had no right 
to sue in federal courts, and further 
that Congress had no power to ex- 
clude slavery from the new territories. 


Within three months, 
Scott 
was 


freed by his owners, who were anti- 
slavery people who probably bought 
him just for the sake of bringing up 
the test case. 


But a storm of abuse swepl Ihe 


north, and Tancy was vilified as few 
public 
men 
have ever been. One 


statement, especially, in his opinion 
was widely reprinted, to the effect 
that "a negro has no rights which a 
white man is bound to respect." 


Later research showed that Tancy 


meant this not as his own present 
opinion, but as a recital of the views 
held by men in general a century be- 
fore. 


Chief Justice Hughes referred to 


this decision as "a public calamity." 


Lincoln Keeps His Head 


As always, Lincoln was one of the 


few to keep his head at the time. In 
a debate with Douglas ho said that, 
though he believed the decision to be 
"erroneous." "We know that the court 
has often overruled its decisions, and 
we shall do what we can to have il 
overrule this. We offer no resistance 
to it." 


But something very like a wave of 


nullification swept across the north; 
the decision split the Democratic par- 
ty in the conventions of 1800 into 
Douglas and 
Breckinridgo factions, 


making possible the election of Lin- 
coln. 


Some have even suggested that had 


it not been for this Supreme Court 
decision, the bitter four-year internal 
war might have been avoided. 


In this wave of unpopularity, great 


services of the court under Tancy 
and Salmon P. Chase in upholding 
civil rights against the military in war 
days were forgotten. In 1866. the Mil- 
ligan case was reared as a great bul- 
wark of American liberly. 


Overrules Army Court 


Milligan had 
been 
sentenced 
to 


death by a military court in Indiana, 
and the Supreme Court ruled that ac- 
tions of such military commissions 
are unlawful in territory where courts 
of law are functioning, a decision vio- 
lently attacked at the time. 


During 
reconstruction 
days, 
the 


court was of great value in sustaining 
civil rights, and in Texas vs. White, 
it ruled that Texas never had been 
out of the Union, though its act.s pass- 
ed during the war were void. 


Following the Civil War, came a 


series of 
gravely 
important cases 


known as "the Legal Tender Cases." 
enough like today's gold cases, clue 
for decision soon, to be worthy study. 
During the war, Congress had been 
forced to issue large amounts of pa- 
per money and to declare it "legal 
tender"—legal money for payment of 
debts. 


Decision Is Reversed 


It was frankly a war-time, emer- 


gency measure, and the paper "green- 
backs" not redeemable in gold, fell in 
value as compared to gold.

Four, headed by Chief Justice Chase, 
voted the Legal Tender acts uncon- 
stitutional, though Chase hod been ac- 
tive in securing their passage as sec- 
retary of the treasury. The same day 
this decision was rendered. President 
Grant appointed men to fill the two 
vacancies on the court, A rehearing 
was held, the two 
new 
appointees 


made the minority of three a majori- 
ty of five, and the acts were upheld. 


Grant maintained that his appoint- 


ments were a mere coincidence, as he 
had no idea what the decision of the 
court was to be. 


But the public has always assumed 


that the court was "packed" to insure 
a desired decision, and this served to 
lower its standing with the public. 


Overturns Congress Acts 


In 81 years from 1789 to 1869. only 


four acts of Congress were declared 
invalid. But between I860 and 1900, 
there were 23 such decisions, and Since 
then some 30 more. 


The court began to turn from na- 


tionalism toward states' rights, notab- 
ly in the famous slaughterhouse cases. 
A "carpel-bag" legislature, probably 
corrupt, had granted a monopoly in 
parts of Sew Orleans of the slaughter- 
house business, throwing thousands 
out of work. 


Test cases came to the Supreme 


Court under the new 14th Amend- 
ment, 
aimed at 
i-econstruction by 


guaranteeing a uniform federal stand- 
ard of civil rights throughout the Un- 
ion: that no person shall be deprived 
of life, liberty, or property without 
due process of law, nor denied equal 
protection of the laws. 


By its decision for the monopoly, 


many believed the court had virtual- 
ly nullified the civil rights effect of 
the amendment, since it turned the 
whole matter over ot the states. This 
"due process" clause has been the 
basis of judicial argument ever since, 
and no final determination has been 
made as to what it means. 


Economics to Fore 


Gradually the cases of. the court 


became economic rather than political 
as the countr yitself shifted in similar 
manner. In the Granger cases against 
grain elevator monopolies, the court 
set the principle that "Property does 
become clothed with a public interest 
when used in a manner to make it of 
public consequence, and affect the 
community ut large." 


That is a basis for regulation of 


such business and property. 


In the early years of this century, 


various decisions, such as the Debs 
case, which supported Cleveland's use 
of the military to see the U. S. mails 
through strike violence, the income 
tax case, and various cases affecting 
state laws restricting hours of labor, 
convinced most people that the court 
was on the side of property against 
labor and the common unpropertied 
man. 


For the last 30 years, and before, 


continual efforts have been made to 
restrict the power of the Supreme 
Court 
to 
nullify 
acts of Congress. 


Theodore Roosevelt and the LaFol- 
lette progressive 
group campaigned 


vigorously for popular recall of ju- 
dicial decisions by less cumbersome 
methods than by amending the Con- 
stitution. 


Holmes' Broad View 


Even Justice Holmes has said, "I 


don't think the United States would 
come to an end if we lost our power 
to declare an act of Congress void. 1 
do think the Union would be imper- 
iled if we could not make that decla- 
ration as to the laws of the 
sev- 


eral state . , ." 


Proposals have been made to em- 


power Congress to re-pass laws over 
the judicial "veto," whereupon they 
would stand, not subject to further 
court review. Secretary Wallace has 
proposed to amend the Constitution 
by popular vote instead of by states, 
providing a quick reversal of any Su- 
preme Court decision considered as 
thwarting the people's will. 


Vital Decisions Pending 


As more than 40 important cases 


have been decided by the court by a 
majority of one, aproposal has also 
been made that constitutional ques- 
tions shall be decided only by a great- 
er majority concurring, say 7 to 2. 


Now this court, which has been 


one of the most distinctive features 
of the American form of government, 
is about to decide on Congress' and 
the president's acts of dollar devalua- 
tion and abrogation of the promise to 
pay debts in gold or its equivalent. 


Other vital decisions on the laws 


Congress has made in its strenuous 
effort to lift America out of economic 
stagnation will come soon.

I obeyed and returned to my 
home and mother. Thus, my first two 
years in the West when it. was really 
wild and wooly, came to and end.
